A battle is brewing in 
California between the right of pri- 
vacy and the public’s right to 
know. 

If passed, AB 488 will allow 
Sacramento State students and 
others in the community with 
access to the Internet, a chance 
to view the names, photos, 
offensives and addresses of sex 
offenders in their neighborhood 
and beyond. 

Under the current system, 
those interested in viewing the 
predator database are required to 
visit their local police station, 
but the hours of availability are 
limited.

A recent search of sex offend- 
ers who are registered in the same 
zip code as Sac State revealed a 
list of 10 names. A search of the 
three surrounding ZIP codes near 
the university produced a list with 
a total of 221 offenders. 


“There are currently nine per- 
sons registered with the CSUS 
Police | Department,” said 
University Police Investigator 
John Hamrick. 

None of the nine registered sex 
offenders in Sac State’s zip code 
live in the residence halls. 

Some argue that having the 
information widely available to 
the public is unnecessary and may 
lead to harassment or vigilantism. 
Since 1996, the Megan’s Law 
database has been used to track 
sexual predators who have com- 
mitted serious offensives. 

The law is named after a 7- 
year-old girl who was abducted 
and tragically murdered by a habit- 
ual offender in 1994. Now, a push

Age doesn’t stop instructor from teaching self-defense

Today marks the beginning of Sexual 
Assault Awareness Month, but self awareness 
came years ago for Midge Marino. 

A bus ride to high school in 1956 changed 
Marino’s life when her driver, who had start- 
ed a boys club, asked if any of the girls would 
like to learn Judo with the club. 

“Women just didn’t have these kinds of 
opportunity back then,” Marino said. 

Marino didn’t know it then, but her life 
was to be defined by this first step. Marino, 
65, a resident of Vacaville, is now a self- 
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defense instructor on campus, and has been 
since 1971. 

Marino didn’t start out to be a self-defense 
instructor, but had a passion for the martial art 
of Judo. She has studied the martial arts since 
she was a senior in high school, eventually 
earning her black belt in 1968 at the Kodokan 
Judo Institute in Japan, where the art of Judo 
originated. 

It was after returning from Japan that 
Marino began teaching at the San Juan and 
Sacramento Judo Clubs. 

“Women would come to my classes and 
say, ‘I want to know how to defend myself,” 
Marino said. “And I would say, “Great, start 


taking Judo classes and in five to six years 
you'll be able to,’ and after a week or two the 
women would drop leave.” 

Marino said that although Judo is wonder- 
ful; it doesn’t speak to the true issues of 
women because all of the martial arts were 
developed by men and are based on hand to 
hand combat. 

She began to see that there was a need for 
women to know how to protect themselves, 
which led her to become interested in the 
women’s studies movement that was beginning 
on campus, and start what she called “experi- 
mental classes” in self defense at her clubs.

Democratic senator and presi- 
dential candidate John Kerry made 
a surprise appearance at the 
Sacramento Area Cesar Chavez 
Youth Forum held Monday at the 
Sacramento State University 
Union.

Organizer of the forum, Hugo 
Chacon, director of the Sac State 
bilingual multicultural education 
department, said 550 children 
attended the forum and estimated 
another 100 to 200 adults were also

effort for Ucovich

Once again the Associated 
Students, Inc. board meeting was 
full of surprises, as former Post 
Baccalaureate Director Mohamed 
Hamada announced he is sponsor- 
ing an effort to oust the president 
and executive vice president for 
“not doing their job.” 

Hamada said all the election 
promises made by ASI President 
Peter Ucovich and Executive Vice 
President Julio Velazquez have 
been campaign lies that have not 
been fulfilled. 

“They really failed to accom- 
plish anything that they said 
they were campaigning for,” 


Hamada said. 

Ucovich said the idea was ludi- 
crous and that recalls should be 
restricted to severe misconduct in 
office. 

“T have done my best to serve 
the students,” Ucovich said. 

“T think there might be a con- 
spiracy going on and that he may 
be trying to target Mr. Ucovich’s 
and my credibility,’ Velazquez 
said. 

Hamada was said it was not a 
personal vendetta but rather some- 
thing that needed to be done to pro- 
tect the students. 

‘They’re in the top leadership 
of ASI and they are setting the tone

The campus-wide power 
outages that have occurred this 
semester will be eliminated 
after Sacramento  State’s 
power system is repaired and 
upgraded for $10,000 in mid- 
May. 

Linda Hafar, the director of 
facilities and utilities, said that 
after a fire in Sac State’s elec- 
trical substation on Dec. 16, 
the campus has relied this 
semester on a less powerful 
electricity source. 

The substation is comprised 
of a Sac State and a SMUD 
component. 

Normally, Sac State 
receives its power from the 
Sac State equipment, but dam- 
ages from the fire have forced 
the campus to receive power 
through the SMUD compo- 
nent. 

Daryn Ockey, the manager 
of building trades, said that 
normally Sac State breaks 
down 69,000 volts from 
SMUD into usable compo- 
nents to distribute across cam- 


pus. 

Since the fire, Sac State’s 
electrical substation has had 
the capacity to break down and

“When people crash into 
power poles, or when birds fly 
into transformers ... it causes 
service to shut off,” Hafar 
said. 

The SMUD substation that 
the campus is currently receiv- 
ing power from has a device 
called a “safety,” which shuts 
off power when it detects any 
abnormalities. 

When the campus received 
power from the Sac State com- 
ponent of the _ substation, 
power outages did not occur 
because that substation does 
not have the detection device. 

Facilities management has 
scheduled a job-walk with 
contractors concerning the 
repairs for April 1. 

Ockey said that the upgrad- 
ed system would incorporate 
new technology to prevent 
future power outages. 

“We’re sensitive to the 
issues the campus _ faces 
because of the power out- 
ages,” Ockey said.

organization, if you are not doing your job and 
people are complaining then it is not a personal 
attack,” Hamada said. 

Hamada said that the number one issue on 
Ucovich’s Unity campaign last year was fight- 
ing student fee increases, however, they have 
fallen short of achieving this. 

“They got into office and this has been a 
topic that they haven’t touched all year long,” 
Hamiada said. 

At the March 24 ASI board meeting, 
Hamada accused Ucovich of not attending the 
student rally against cuts in outreach programs. 
However, Ucovich not only spoke at the rally, 
but was then interviewed by Fox 40 news. . - 

Hamada said another reason for the recall 
was that the president and vice president have 
been “totally utilizing their power.’ Recent 
changes to. the election code, Hamada said, 
were a political move by Ucovich to support 
certain members of the board, as the legislation 
did not have a two-thirds majority vote. 

“They pushed (legislation) through ... this is 
just plain illegal ... it leaves ASI vulnerable to 
being sued,” Hamada said. 

Hamada said directors manipulated their 
power by having an emergency board meeting 
in support of the Wellness/Recreation/Event 





Center. This, he said, was against the Gloria 
Romero Act in the ASI bylaws, which states an 
emergency meeting must only be held under 
extreme circumstances or in the case of a 
national catastrophe. 

Velazquez, who called for the emergency 
board meeting said, “He says that I did a politi- 
cal move by having an emergency meeting but 
it was a move for the students, for ASI to take a 
stance in whether we are going to support the 
(RWEC) or not.” 

It was not against the bylaws, Velazquez 
said, as emergency meetings are at his discre- 
tion as chairman of the board and that the meet- 
ing was given the required 72-hour notice and 
the majority of the board members agreed to it. 

Hamada was also opposed to how board 
members were appointed by the president ‘and 
said people running with Velazquez in the next 
election were chosen over other qualified can- 
didates. 

‘All the appointments have been done either 
by their fraternity brothers or personal acquain- 
tances, there have been numerous occasions 
where people have not been considered at all ... 
they just picked people who they know,” 
Hamada said. 

Ucovich said that if.a special election were 
held it would cost students approximately 


$20,000. Hamada said another option would be 
to have the recall on the same ballot as the up 
and coming ASI elections on April 27. 
However, Ucovich said that it would be impos- 
sible to recall an official on the same ballot to 
elect that official’s replacement as Hamada pro- 
posed. 

Sacramento State Vice President of Student 
Affairs Shirley Uplinger approved the ballot 
language on March 26 and Hamada said it 
would be fairly easy to gain the 1,500 signa- 
tures needed for each candidate, 

If the recall petition gained the 1,500 signa- 
tures for each official — 5 percent of the student 
population — each official would need a number 
of votes in favor of recall equal to or greater 
than the number of votes won by each official 
in last year’s election. 

ASI Executive Director Patricia Worley said 
she did not understand what Hamada’s goal is 
in recalling board directors so late in the year, 
and that while she can see the negative impact 
she cannot see what good would come of it. 

“T’m having a hard time understanding what 
positive purpose or what significantly produc- 


tive outcome would result with seeking to oust - 


members of our board of directors in such a late 
state in the game,” Worley said.

Shall the University Union move forward with 
the construction and operation of the proposed 
Recreation/Wellness/Events Center? Proposed 
programs and services include a Recreation Center, 
Wellness Center, and an Events Center totaling 
236,000 square feet. The commitment of the University 
is to reduce the impact to students by committing 
to raise $25,000,000 (cash and/or contract) prior 
to the fee being implemented. 


The fee increase would be implemented as follows: 


The propased fee shall be an increase of $110.00 
in the Union fee per academic period, phased in:

The increased fees would provide funding for the 
planning, design, construction, and operating expenses.

is being made ‘to allow this information to 
be accessed via the Internet. 

AB 488, written by democratic assem- 
blywoman Nicole Parra D of Hanford, is 
the bill that could place California along 
with 33 other states that already have simi- 
lar databases online. 

“{nformation is power and this legisla- 
tion will give people the power to protect 
themselves from sexual predators,” Para 
said in a recent press release. 

AB 488 would not only further public 
access to Megan’s Law through the Internet, 
but the proposal would also give judges 
more discretion in deciding what additional 
information will be available for the com- 
munity to view. For instance, a judge could 
order that an offender’s place of work and 
vehicle license number be placed on the list. 

Paul Gerowitz, Executive Director for a 
non profit organization based in Sacramento 
called California Attorneys for Criminal 
Justice, strongly opposes the release of the 
database for access online. 

Gerowitz said that having the informa- 
tion on the Internet might cause vigilantism 
or harassment of people who have already 


paid their debt to society. He believes that 
the Megan’s Law is completely unneces- 
sary. 

“There’s no benefit for having this list,” 
Gerowitz said. 

Gerowitz said that sexual offenders who 
have served their time in prison paid their 
debt to society and should not have. an 
extended punishment. Once an offender is 
placed on the list they will not be removed. 

“There’s no way of getting off the list,” 
Gerowitz said. 

States like Florida have already imple- 
mented the online system. The names, pic- 
tures, addresses and offensives are all listed 
on the Internet for the public to view. 
Florida’s database allows users to search for 
convicted offenders in several ways. 

Asearch could be done to cover an entire 


‘county or a person can be looked up by first 


and last name. The Web site has no require- 
ment for users to confirm whether or not 
they are convicted sex offenders before 
viewing the list. 

- All searches done in California require 
each individual to complete a form indicat- 
ing that they have not been convicted of any

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sexual offensives. Police stations also 
require photo identification. 

Hamrick said that University Police are 
currently working on getting access to the 
Megan’s Law database on campus. The law 
requires that those working at or attending 
Sac State, but those living in a different area 
register with campus police. 

“We are in the process of obtaining 
online access to Megan’s Law information 
through the California Department of 
Justice, but are not currently set up to receive 
it,’ Hamrick said. 

In 2003, University Police recorded two 
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sexual assaults on campus. Police said that . 


one person was arrested in connection with 
both assaults. Information for last year 
regarding sexual assaults that occurred on 
non-campus and public property, near the 
university is not due for release until later 
this year. However, statistics for 2002 indi- 
cate that 13 forcible sexual offenses 
occurred within a one-mile radius of Sac 
State. 7 

“TI worry about the law giving people a 
false sense of security,” said Jessica Heskin, 
from the Women’s Resource at Sac State 
about Megan’s Law. “Students tend to have 
an attitude of “(sexual assault) can’t happen 
to me.” 

Heskin said that many sexual offenders 
are never caught and therefore would not be 


_on the list, but overall she is supportive of 


using the information as a “tool” to help 
keep people aware of potential dangers. 

“T think we have to have some controls 
in our society and this is one of those con- 
trols,” Heskin ‘said. 

Currently, California has approximately 
98,678 registered sex offenders. Out of this 
total 82 percent are considered to be 


in 05 


between serious or high-risk offenders. 

Megan’s Law does not require that every 
person who has been convicted a sexual 
offense be placed in the database. Names 
that are kept off the list are usually people 
that have commented crimes such as posses- 
sion of illegal pornography, incest, indecent 
exposure, misdemeanor sexual battery and 

spousal rape. 

Nicole Winger, spokeswoman for Parra 
said that the idea behind the new law is not 
promote vigilantism. 

“That (vigilantism) is a rare occurrence,” 
Winger said. 

Winger compares the list offenders to a 
number of safety measures available to the 
public. She cites information like consumer 
safety reports as ways of protecting the pub- 
lic and said that Megan’s Law is similar. 

‘People want to know a lot of informa- 
tion so they can look at for one another,” 
Winger said. 

AB 488 gained strong support when 
passed by the assembly receiving only two 
no votes. The bill is currently in the Senate’s 
Commission on Public Safety and should be 
acted on by June.

“T sat on the Woman’s Studies 
Board and began to really learn 
about my Own oppression as a 
woman,” Marino said. 

In 1971, Marino was asked by 
the Women’s Center on campus to 
teach self-defense courses. 

“They said ‘If we can get you 
the units, will you teach the 
class?,’ and I said absolutely,” 
Marino said. 

The self-defense classes started 
as women only, but in 1972 Title 
[X was amended to the education- 
al policy. Title IX states that no 
person can be excluded from 
activities and recreations at feder- 
ally funded schools based on sex; 
this also meant that men were 
allowed to: join Marino’s self 
defense class. 

Advocate and educator for the 

~ Women’s» Resource: - Center, 
te ‘Jessica Heskin, said that Marino’s 
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classes are an extremely important 
tool for empowering women. 

“Tt brings about the realities 
that women are attacked in our 
own culture,”’ said Heskin. 

Bryce Difuntorum, senior and 
history major, is one of Marino’s 
students who benefits from Title 
IX, although the class is a little dif- 
ferent than he thought it would be. 

“T just needed to pick up a unit 
and I like self-defense, this class is 
really geared toward women 
though,” Difuntorum said. “But it is 
good to be prepared.” 

_ Marino says that women have a 

need for self-defense classes pri- 
marily because of our socializa- 
tion, and because of the way men 
and women are raised differently 
women were unable to defend 
themselves. 

“Realizing this socialization 
factor changed the way I devel- 
oped my classes,” Marino said. 
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Midge Marino, right, works with 
student Lorena Trevino to show 
how to defend yourself after being 
pulled down and attacked from 
behind. 

Tracy Broadley, freshman and 
criminal justice major, said that she 
feels more confident having taken 
self-defense classes in high school, 


andi is currently a student of Marino. 
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‘You can walk with your head 
up knowing that you can take care 
of yourself,” Broadley said. 

Broadley also said that male 
friends of hers laugh and say that 
it’s impossible for a girl to be 
physically able to beat them. 
Broadley insists it’s not some- 
thing she has to show off but it’s 
good to know she has the ability 
should she ever need it. 

“T’m not naive, I have friends 
who say nothing will happen, 
I’m not paranoid it’s realistic,” 
Broadley said. 

The socialization factor refers 
to the different ways men and 
women are treated from a small 
age, and how we then live our 
lives based on these stereotypes. 

“You're either born blue or 
pink,” Marino said. “If your born 


pink you have to give up the | 


most important thing in our life 
to the blues, the ability to protect 
ourselves.

‘You don’t see a female ani- 
mal out in the wild saying don’t 
hurt me — no, they fight.” Marino 
said. 

The preconceived notion 
Marino said is that if you’re a 
woman you can’t take care of 
yourself. Marino also said that 
men suffer the same disadvantage 
when it comes to things like cry- 
ing, a stereotypical Ry 
act. 

“Really it’s not fair to men, and 
it’s not fair to women,” Marino 
said. 

People were not all pleased 
with the new self-defense classes 
on campus, including an event in 
1985 when a student opened the

said. 

Marino is also a certified 
Rape Crisis Counselor and has 
started educating people in com- 
munity and state agencies on the 
importance of both socialization 
and self-defense. 

“Finally I decided to start my 
own business going to different 
agencies and labor unions, and in 
the last three years I’ve gone 
international,” Marino said.

Wr would have thought it would come 
to this at Sacramento State? After ne- 
gotiating a series of political maneuvers that 
would make Machiavelli blush, Associated 
Students, Inc. has plunged headlong into mud- 
slinging and scandal after the unauthorized re- 
lease of Vice President of Finance Luke 
Wood’s financial records to The State Hornet. 

The records’ release isn’t the honest effort 
of one “‘concerned CSUS student,’ whose 
accompanying anonymous letter claims it 
would be foolish for student voters to allow 
someone with an imperfect credit history to 
“anfluence ... a multimillion dollar budget’ 
such as ASI’s. Instead, the release seems to be 
more of a deliberate smear attack against 
Wood. | | 

The letter’s author alleges “gross negli- 
gence” and “conflict of interest’ against Wood, 
but no more grossly negligent conflict of in- 
terest-can be.found than.that.of the.author 
himself; Wood’s outstanding dues to former 
fraternity Sigma Phi Epsilon could have been 
summoned only by fraternity Vice President 
of Finance Josh McGee or someone using 
McGee’s identity to retrieve the records.

Women’s History Month received a bit of 
humor and fun with the “Decorate Your 
Speculum” table sponsored by the Women’s 
Resource Center Tuesday, March 23. On dis- 
play were some students’ creative designs such 
as alligators, ladybugs, and appropriately deco- 
rated duck speculums. 

The Women’s Resource Center’s Jessica 
Heskin, a sexual assault educator and advocate, 
implemented the idea of decorating speculums 
this year in order to spread awareness about 
annual pap smears, and their importance to 
women’s’ health.

Katz may have only three dif- 
ferent pitches in his arsenal, but 
he uses each of them to their full 
potential. His main weapon of 
choice is his fastball that zooms 
at speeds of up to 91-92 mph. 
For college, this is extraordinary 
speed, especially with the accu- 
racy and precision he produces 
with every windup. 

“When he’s on he’s on, espe- 
cially when he spots his fastball, 
he’s unstoppable,” said Buddy 
Morales, Katz’s catcher. “Even 
when he doesn’t have his best 
stuff ... he still can find a way 
out.” 

An important quality that 
coaches look for in pitchers is 
their ability to take control on 
the mound and to show accuracy, 
both of which Katz masters. 

“He has a good arm and 
knows how to pitch,” head coach 
John Smith said. “Every time he

“T hated the two years I

Rojo has been playing 
softball since she was three 
years old and was recruited out 
of high school in La Puente to 
play third base at Western 

-Tilinois. : 

After a freshman season 
plagued by homesickness in 
which she hit .135, Rojo decided 
to give up her full-ride scholar- 
ship at WIU and come home. 

“T missed my family, I was 
really homesick and never really 
had the desire to play that I do 
now. 

“My family is the reason I 
came back, they mean every- 
thing to me,” Rojo said. “If I . 
can’t share my happiness with 
them it’s just not worth it.” 

Rojo’s father Gil makes the 
five-hour car trip from his home 
in San Louis Obispo to every 
game at Shea Stadium, some- 
times waking as early as 4 a.m. 
to make it on time. He also flew 
to Western Illinois several times 
when she played there. 


1. “Watching her play is like 
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winning a million dollars,” Gil 
said. | 

As the Hormets have made a 
turn for the better, so have the 
fortunes of Walter and Rojo. 

Both began the year slumping at 
the plate, especially Walter who 
hit 065 in the first 18 games but 
has hit .316 over the past 16. Rojo 
has hit .311 over that span and 
Sac.State has won 10 of the past 
16 after opening the year 8-10. 

“T’ ve just made it a personal 
goal to get at least one hit in 
every game,” Rojo said. 

It has worked. 

Rojo has hit in 12 of the 
Hornet’s last 16 games and has 
flourished in the three spot in the 
lineup since Strahan inserted her 
there while at the National 
Invitational Softball tournament 
in Sunnyvale two weeks ago. 

‘Jess was hitting the ball 
really well so I went to her and 
told her I needed her in the top 

third of the lineup,” Strahan 
said.

‘Rojo are a steady force in the 
middle infield for the Hornets 
this year, and combined with 
slick fielding Amy Hillel at third 
base, outs are easy for Amanda 
Moreland at first. 

“They make my job really 


_ easy,” Moreland said. “Every- 


thing they throw me is on target 
and in time so I don’t collide 
with the runner.” 

Opponents have been hard- 
pressed to get a ball through and 
into the outfield this year. 

“Everything hit on the dirt is 
going to get stopped,” Hillel said 
of Sac State’s defensive infield. 

Both-were complete strangers 
to each other until an orientation 
program two years ago when 
Rojo approached Walter about 
the possibility of living together 
as neither had a place to stay. 

‘We were at athletic orienta- 
tion and I looked at her and just 


knew she was a softball player,” 
Rojo said of their first meeting. 
“So I walked over and introduced 
myself, we talked for a while then 
she called me a week later.” 

Walter, also new to the 
Sacramento area, was apprehen- 
sive at first but eventually came 
around. 

‘Both of us came here without 
a place to live and were kindof _ 
thrown into a living situation and 
bonded pretty quick,” Walter said. 
“T didn’t want to live with anyone 
at first but after I first met her and 
saw what a nice person she is, we 
set it up.” e 

As roommates, Walter, Rojo 
and her sister Teresa, a former 
corner infielder at Cuesta 
College, have had to adapt to: 
each other’s quirks, personalities 
and of course, the housework. 

“T do a lot of the cooking,” 
Walter said. “Jess and Teresa 
keep the apartment clean and I 
do the dishes ... sometimes.” 

The duo says they don’t 
share a whole lot in common 
other than softball, but that’s 
why the friendship works. 

“We’re different in a lot of 
ways and they balance each 
other out,” Walter added. 

Two falls ago, after they had 
just moved in together, Rojo 
experienced an episode in a 
restaurant in which she fainted 
and had to stay in the hospital. 
With her throughout the ordeal 
was Walter refusing to leave her 
side. 

Neither denies that the 
incident marked a milestone in 
their friendship. 

‘That was the turning point 


_ of our friendship, when we got a 
lot closer,” Walter said. 


“T think that’s when we 
became best friends, she 
wouldn’t leave my side,” Rojo 
said.
